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1. KALB - CBS - RADIO - FIRST LINE REPORT - JERUSALEM: 

HAK HAS BEEN UNDER SEVERE ATTACK LATELY AND IT MAY HAVE 
BEGUN TO EFFECT HIS CAPACITY TO CONDUCT A COHESIVE AND 
IMAGINATIVE FOREIGN POLICY. WHEN HE WAS REGARDED AS A 
DIPLOMATIC MERLIN, A POP-ART SUPERMAN, THE PROBLEMS HE 
FACED SEEMED TO SHRINK, ADVERSARIES WORRIED ABOUT HIS 
GUILE AND HIS POOWER AND THEY YIELDED QUITE OFTEN TO HIS

HE HAS BECOME IN OTHER WORDS A JUICY TARGET. COLUMNISTS 
RIP INTO HIM ON VIETNAM CLAIMING HE WANTS THE WAR TO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CONTINUE. EX- WHITE HOUSE AIDES WHO HAVE SPENT 

TIME IN PRISON QUOTE PRESIDENT NIXON AS SAYING, "KISSINGER 

IS UNSTABLE" AND THEY GET TREMENDOUS PLAY ON TV. 
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DEMOCRATIC PRESIDENTIAL CONTENDERS BLAST THE SECRETARY 
ALMOST AS THOUGH IT IS OPEN FIELD DAY. FOR A MAN USED TO 
ADULATION, IT IS HARD GETTING USED TO SUCH RELENTLESS 
CRITICISM. IT HURTS OBVIOUSLY, IT HURTS HIM AND IT 
HURTS HIS CAPACITY. THE ISSUES IN THIS PART OF THE 
WORLD ARE VERY INTRICATE, EMOTIONAL AND DIFFICULT. 
OBVIOUSLY PATIENCE, LUCK AND A LOT OF WISDOM ARE REQUIRED 
IF THERE IS TO BE A CHANCE FOR SOLVING THESE ISSUES. HAK 
BELIEVES HE CAN HELP SOLVE THEM. PRESIDENT FORD 
BELIEVES THAT TOO, BUT MORE IMPORTANT IN THIS CASE, 

PRESIDENT SADAT AND PM RABIN BELIEVE THAT, NEITHER CAN 
REALLY UNDERSTAND WHY ANYONE WOULD WANT TO UNDERCUT 
THE ONE DIPLOMAT WHO STILL HAS CREDITILITY IN 
JERUSALEM AND IN CAIRO. JUST LOOK AT THE PROBLEMS — 

BOTH EGYPT AND ISRAEL WANT ANOTHER SINAI AGREEMENT 
BUT THEY ARE STILL FAR APART ON HOW TO GET IT. ISRAEL 
DOES NOT WANT TO GIVE UP MILITARILY STRATEGIC MOUNTAIN 
PASSES NOR THE ABU BUDEIS OIL FIELDS UNLESS SHE CAN BE 
SURE THAT SHE WON'T H VE TO FIGHT ANOTHER WAR IN THE NEAR 
FUTURE. ISRAEL WANTS A DOCUMENT FORMALLY SUSPENDING HEE

IT IS GOING TO BE VERY ROUGH AND BOTH SIDES ARE GOING 
TO HAVE TO MAKE SUBSTANTIAL CONCESSIONS ONE TO THE OTHER. 
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IF THAT WEREN'T BAD ENOUGH, CYPRUS HAS NOW EXPLODED 
ONCE AGAIN WITH THE TURKS DECLARING THE NORTHERN THIRD OF 
THE ISLAND. ... TO BE A SEPARATE STATE. THE TURKS TOOK 
THIS ACTION HAK FEELS IN RESPONSE TO THE CONGRESSIONAL 
ACTION CUTTING OFF MILITARY AID TO TURKEY ON FEBRUARY 
5TH. SO, CYPRUS (IS) ALMOST AS BAD AS THE ME. 

2. KALB - CBS - RADIO FROM RIYADH AT 8:00 O'CLOCK: HAK 
FLEW INTO RIYADH TO DISCUSS LONG TERM OIL PURCHASES BELOW 
CARTEL PRICES, A MAJOR CHANGE IN AMERICAN PRACTICE. AND A 
HIGH U.S. OFFICIAL TOLD REPORTERS THAT ONE AND 
PERHAPS MORE OIL PRODUCING COUNTRIES HAVE ALREADY 
EXPRESSED AN INTEREST IN SUCH AN ARRANGEMENT IT IS NOT 
CLEAR WHETHER SAUDI ARABIA IS ONE OF THE COUNTRIES 
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OR WHETHER HAK CAME HERE TO ENTICE SAUDI ARABIA TO BECOME
